! Tn the exercife of the duties affigned to us, it 
may not be unprofitable to look back to the infant 
ftate of our republic; from thence trace the meaf- 
ures purfued by our venerable fathers, to whofe 
wifdom and firmnefs we are indebted for the rank 
and privileges of an independent íflate; It is d- 
tribute joftly due to their virtues, thus publicly to 
acknowledge, that the | evils ang" from‘divifions 
and party-fpirit, were not known in ‘their legifla- 
tive councils. © Their appointments to offices were 
fixed on men whofe difinterefted zeal for the public 
good was 'manifefted’ more ‘by "their aéts than. by 
their profeflions: A patriotic {pirit’ of*union in 
council and meafures animated their adminftration. 
They fübdued the wildernefs, théy fowed the feeds 
of {ciencé and the arts; and the elder- ftates faw 
with furprize a few virtuous and united ‘citizens; 
demanding as their right an honorable ftation a- 
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mong her fifter ffates. It-(hould be remembered 
that it was union alone fuftained them in their in- 
fant ftruggles for right, in their noble exertions for 
fovereignty. It is wifdom in as to adhere to thofe 
rules and maxims, by which they regulated tbeir 
conduct, and like them to make the general good 
the great object of all our public meafures. ` ` 
One important part of the bufinefs affizued tous 
be the conftitution, is theappointment of civil offi- 
cers: our duty in this tefpect is plain and eafy to 
be underftood : the wifeft and beft men, thofe 
who by precept and example will cherifh an obedi- 
ener to the laws, are evidently the moft proper 
candidates :—.And while we am to appoint only 
fach to office, there will be no room for party 
views and interefts to influence our proceedings. 


The enacting of laws fhould ever be a bufinefs 
of mature deliberatien. The happinefs and fafety 
of feciety does not depend on the multiplicity of 
its laws, Laws íhould be few in number, explicit, 
and duly enforced. What the operation of a law 
will be upon community, the moft difcerning cannot 
often foretel. A partial evil is fometimes noticed 
upon the promulgation of a law, which is often 
. greatly ovegbalanced by its more general and ben- 
eficial effects. The only fure mode of deciding 
upon the merits of a ftatute, is to fubmit to the 
proceis of patient experiment. Hence it follows 
that legiflatures fhould be as careful in repealing as 
in enacting laws. Among the public acts paffed 
by the laft General Affembly, it is believed that the 
act relating to infolvent debtors, is not fufficiently 
explicit and guarded, to fecure the rights of cred- 
itors, and afford the remedy intended for debtors. 
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An itivetigation, by an aflembly poffeffing accurate 
knowlédge of the operation of this ftatute, and of 
jome others recently. enacted, will determine if a- 
mendments are neceflary. 

By the xxxivth fection of our conftitution, in order 
to make fanguinary:punifhments lefs neceffary, it 
is (trongly recommended, **'l'hat means fhould be 
provided for punifhing by hard labor, thofe who 
fhould be convicted of crimes not capital ; whereby 
the criminal (hall be employed for the benefit of 
the public, or for the reparation of injuries done 
to private perfons." Whether the peiiod has ar- 
rived in which this humane and falutary recom- 
mendation can be carried into effect, you can beft 
judge ; but the weakneís of our county gaols 
throughout the ftate, the frequent efcape of perfons 
confined for crimes, the great expence fuftained by 
the ftate and county treafuries, for the apprehenfion 
of prifonere, and the yet greater expence of fup- 
porting criminals in our common gaols, 1mprefs it 
Upon me asa duty, to draw the attention of the 
legiflature to the erecting of a {tate prifon : I may 
here add, we have not to venture the expence upon 
the uncertainty of experiment, but the benefits and 
even profits: of a public penitentiary houfe or fate 
prifon, has been abundantly proved in a number 
of the adjacent ftates. 

Ina juft arrangement of our fifcal concerns, 
much advantage wil refult to the people. While 
we are careful to füpply the treafury with fuch 
fums-of money as the public exigencies require, It 
willat all times be ufeful to pay a ftri& attention to 
public expenditures ; and to afcertain trom timete 
time the amount of monies drawn for the fupport

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of different branches ofour government : for this | 


purpofe the public accounts will be laid before you. 


The ftate of our militia has trong claims ori 
your attantion : by an official communication from 
the preflden: of the United Státes, it has again be- 
come my duty to invite you to à confideration of 
this fubject :—this communication, together with 
. a return of the effective force of our militia will be 
laid before you. They are refpeétable for nüm-

A 
country that fteadily purfues the bufinefs of agri- 
culture, manufactures, commerce and {cience, and 
avoids war, except in defence of her juft rights, is 
in the fureft way. of national profperity and im- 
provement.—The “glory derived from the encreaf- 


ing population and happinefs of a country, is far x 


more eligible and ufeful, than any thing that can 
be obtained by making war upon any nation, Or 
being diftinguifhed “by the deftruction of the hu- 
man race.

Congrefs witneffed, at their late feffion, the ex- 
traordinary ágitatzoa produced in the public mind 
by the fufpenfion of our right of depofit at the port 
of New-Orleans, no afligament of another place 
having been made according to treaty. They were 
fenfible that thé continuarice of that privation would 
be more injurious to our nation, than any confe- 
quences which could flow from any mode of ré- 
dreis. But fepofing juft confilence in the good 
faith of the government. whofe officer had -coni- 
mitted the wrong, friendly and reafonable reprefeii- 


tations were reforted to, and the right of depofit 


was reftored. 
Previous however, to this period; we had nct 
been unaware-of the danger to which our peace 
would be perpetually -expofed, whilft {> important 
a key to the commerce ef the weftern country re- 
mained under foreign power. D.fficulties too were 
prefenting thémfelves as to the navigation of other 
Dreams, which; aiifing within our territories, pafs 
through thofe adjacént.  Ptépofitions had there- 
fore been authonfed for obtaining on fair conditions 
the f;vereignty of New-O,leans, and of other pof- 
efons in that quarter inte.efting to our quiet, to 
fuch extent as was deemed practicable ; and the 
provifional appropriation of two: millions of dollars, 
to be applied and accounted for by the Prefident of 
the United States, intended.as: part of the Price, KO 
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totifidered ag conveying the fan&ion of Congrefs ta 
the acquifition propofed. . The enlightened póv- 
ernment of France faw, with juft difcernment, the 
importance to: both nations of fuch liberal arrange- 
menis as might beft and permanently promote the 
peace, friendíhip and interefts of .both : and the 
property and fovereignty of all Louifiana, which 
had been reftored to them, has, on:certain conditions, 
been transferred to the United States, by inftruments

Senate, they will, without delay, becommunicated 


to the Reprefentatives alfo, for the exercife of their:

Whilft the proper: y and fovereignty of the Miffif- 
IHppi and its waters fecure an independent outlet for 
the'produce of Oe weftern -ftates, and an uncon- 
trouled navigation through their whole courfe, free 
from collifion with other powers, and the dangers 
‘to our peace from that {ource, the fertility of the 
country, its climate and extent, promife, in due 
feafon, important aids to our trealury, an ample 


provifion-for our pofterity, and a wide fpread for 


the bleffings of freedom and equal laws. _ , 

With the wifdom of congrefs it will reft to take 
thofe ulterior meafures which may be neceflary tor 
the immediate occupation, and temporary govern- 
ment of the country ; for its incorporation into our 
union ; for rendering the change of government a 
bleffing to our newly adopted brethren ; for fecur- 


ing to them the rights of confcience and of proper~ 


: ty ; for confirming to the Indian inhabitants their 
occupancy and telf-government, eftablifhing friend- 
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fy and córhinércial relations: with them, and for df- 
éertaining' the geography of the cóuátry acquired’ 
Sü:h materials for'your information rélative to its.
